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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 7 and 9-12 are allowable over the prior art of record. In particular, 
the claims are distinguished over the prior art of record because the prior art neither 
anticipates nor render obvious a compound having Formula I as set forth in independent 
claim 1 . The closes prior art is considered to be that of Klaveness (US 6,264,914) which 
teaches compounds V-L-R, including losartan conjugated to a chelating moiety via a 
linker. However, the specific chelating agent of Formula e of the instant claims is not 
known in the prior art. While Linder (US 5,688,487) teaches structurally similar 
chelators, the specific chelating agent of Formula e of the instant claims is not 
disclosed.
